James Ogden fell from the third story of 
the Benoist Building at Ninth and Pine 
streets at 11 o'clock Friday morning and 
landed on his head in three inches of mud 
and water in the basement.

Ogden is 34 years old and lives with his 
family at 1502 Franklin avenue. He is em-

BEEN FORMED IN PHILA- 
DELPHIA, PA.

WILL BUILD A MAUSOLEUM. 


Modern Process of Pieserving Bodies 
Is Said to Se 2 Complete 
Succosgs. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., March 11.—Do you 
wish to be thhanded down to future ages in 
propria persona? It may be done for you at 
reasonable cost if the new mummy com- 
pany projected by Reese Carpenter of New 
York and other men of that and this city 
get to work. 

It is proposed to build huge mausoleums 
on the apartment house plan in cities that 
will be in the true sense of the word fitting 
homes for the dead. These buildings will be 
in different styles of architecture, Greek, 


Romanesque or Egyptian, and they will be 
practically arranged and artistically and 
commodious!y fitted up. No expense will be 
spared to make them attractive. Private 
rooms will be sold in them, juet as lots are 
now disposed of in our every-day ceme- 
teries, and here the purchasers can lay 
their dead to rest. 

The bodies will be mummified by a sim- 
ple process that will effectively preserve 
them for all time to come. When a body 
is taken to the proposed mausoleum it will 
immediately be placed in a specially pre- 
ared sepulchre, made ready to receive it. 
his sepulchre is a little larger than an or- 
dinary coffin, and the body is placed in it 
prone. At the head of the sepulchre is a 
small hole to which its attached a tube, 
through which, by* means of a fan wheel, 
a current of dry chemicalized air is genily 


driven over the remains, escaping through 


a similar hole near the feet. Prior to enter- 
ing the s@pulchre the air passes through an 
open vat of sulphuric acid. The chemical 
action of the acid upon the air remeves 
all moisture from. it. After leaving the 
coffin or sepulchre the air passes through 
a hot furnace and returns to the outer 
world through the coffin. The bdody ts sub- 
ected to the dry air process for 30 days. 
hen the body is In a state of preservation 
in which, it is claimed, it will remain for 
centuries. The features do not alter in the 
least, nor does the skin discolor. The latter, 
it is said! attains a white, marble-like ap- 
pearance ‘and the flesh becomes hard and 
rm. While the process reduces the weight 
ee body it does not seem to reduce its 

u , 

Unlike the ancient Exgypt'an methods. 
which necessitated the swathing of the 
subjects In endless bandages, the bodies, 
sub ected to the new process will be laid 
out without other clothing than such gar- 
ments as are now used when they are 
placed tn the coffin. 

Several scientific men, who have dis- 
sected bodies ge to the new em- 
balming process, c “re interstices were 
left where the fatty tter had been, and 
the dry‘ng of the muscular ard fibrous tis- 
sues had changed the interior of the sub- 
ject to a cellular and sponge-like structure. 
and while the skin remained as white as in 
life, it was found to be dry and hard, hav- 
ing a feeling somewhat like leather. 

The new form of burial. it is believed, 
will Senger premature burlalimposs'ble. As 
soon as a body is placed in the sepulchre 
an electrical apparatus is adjusted to it 
that the slightest movement of limb or mus- 
cle will start an alarm in the chief watch- 
ers room and also in the office, which will 
continue ringing for hours or unti} the body 
is visited. specially devised ind'cator will 
direct the attention of the custodian to the 
perticular sepulchre in which the movement 
as taken place. In addition to this a cus- 
todian will rerularly visit each sepulchre. 

The entire cost of desiccating a body and 
giving {t a permanent resting place in the 
mausoleum will be but $70. ivate rooms 
will, of course, cost more. 


POISONED HIS WIFE. 


Prof. Driscoll] Intended to Die With 
Her, but Did Not Succeed. 


NASHVILLE, Tenn., March 11.—Despond- 
ency, due to advancing age and depleted 
finances, cansed Prof. John WL. Driscoll to 
poison his wife and attempt his own life. 
Driscoll is a teacher of stenography, who 
came here from Atlanta several years ago 
and established a school. 

In a statement made to the officers he 
says that he had a horror of leaving his 
wife unprovided for, and that there would 
be no place for him if shé were gone, He 
therefore gave her morphine and took it 
himeelf. In the morning he went downetairs 
and mailed a letter to a physician, saying 


his wife was dead and that he would be 
dead by the time the letter was received. 
He then returned to his room, which was 
broken open soon after the delivery of the 
letter rs. Driscoll was found in bed, hav- 
ing been dead several hours, while Driscoll 
was seated in a chair, his face black and 
his eyes set. He was restored to conscious- 
ness, and made a statement of the affair

MORE LETTER CARRIERS 


St. Louis Force to Be Increased Soon 
by Twenty-Five Men. 


Postmaster James Carlisle has received 
word from Washington that the St. Louis 
letter carrier force will soon be increased 
by the addition of 3% men. 

This is thought to be the outcome of @& 
recent issue between Congressman Joy and 
Assistant Postmaster General Heath as to 


the alleged unfairness of the allowance to 
St. Louis. 

Boston has 664 mail carriers. In this city 
there are only 297. In Boston carriers make 
six and seven delivery trips jn the business 
section; in this city four add five trips are 
made. In St. Louis resid@nce districts two 
trips are made per day;/in Boston Uncle 
Sam grants five deliveries a day. 

Postmaster Carlisle, with his small force, 
must necessarily assign some men (to large 
districts. The result is that in some dis- 
tricts the morning delivery, which should 
take place previous to 9 o'clock, is delayed 
until noon. 

In Tyler place, where the houses are scat- 
tered over a vast territory, considerable 
ceaanplaint has ‘been made by residents wh 
object to the late delivery. ° 

With the addition of the 2 carriers the 
Postmaster expects to overcome these diffi- 
culties by placing an “‘extra’’ man here and 
there. Mr. Carlisle says that the vast street 
car postal service here accounts a great 
deal for the discrepancies in the number of 
men in the two cities. The railway service 
here does the service of over a hundred 
men.

FARE WILL BE TEN CENTS. 


The Cars Will Bun Over 1 Private 
Right of Way and Make 
Great Speed. 


The St. Lou's & Belleville Electric road 
let the contract Thursdey for grading the 
double track roadbed between Belleville 
and Lenz Station to John B. Vogt. 

T. D. Enright, who has the contract to 
that point, completed the grading in the 
American bottom Thursday. He will re- 
move his camp to the top of the bluffs 
Saturday and begin work on the Donovan 
land. The two grading forces will méet at 


Lenz Station. 

Mr. Vogt expects to be through .a three 
weeks. It will probably take the other 
force longer, as there is a good deal of 
filling to be done. 

The electric tracks wil] almost parallel 
the Air Line tracks to near Phoenix Station, 
where the former will cross the latter on a 
bridge.

AFFECTS THE COMMUNITY. 

The action of Vice-President Lewis in ordering the reduction 
of Sergeant Monrotus, whose record was excellent, and the 
promotion to his place of Patrolman Forgey, whose record was 
bad, is not a matter which concerns merely the persons inter- 
ested in the change. :

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UNCHECKED BARBARITY. 


Col. Parker, who accompanied Senator Proctor on his Cuban 
tour, says that Gen. Blanco’s order reversing the concentra- 
tion policy of Weyler has not yet gone into effect. 

Phis is testimony vital to the question of Spain’s policy in 
Cuba. The horrors that existed in Cuba under Weyler’s 
regime still exist. Spain has done nothing to mitigate them. 
Months after Weyler’s recall and Spain’s apparent consent to 
& more humane course Weyler’s barbarous policy is still in 
e‘fect, and the conditions that make for the extermination of 
the Cuban population still exist. If the Blanco order were re- 
versed, says Col. Parker, it would give little relief, because 
any one going outside of the Spanish trocha surrounding each 
Cubar town is Mable to be shot down by Spanish soldiers. 

It is impossible to send enough supplies to Cuba to do more 
than afford temporary relief to the stagving people. So long 
as they are kept penned up the task of saving them from 
starvation and disease is hopeless. If they were fed and sup- 
plied with seed and permitted to cultivate crops the relief 
work weuld be effective. The fertile soil and favorable climate 
of Cuba would soon enable them to become self-supporting. 

But Spain, despite her professions, stands in the way of 
effective relief. She is practically pursuing the barbarous 
course which she pretended to reverse. Charity intervention 
is vain. There must be more effective intervention. The criiel 
grasp cf Spain must be loosened at once, if the helpless and 
innocent population of Cuba are to be saved from extermina- 
tion. 

Free Cuba in the immediate future is a humane necessity. 
To postpone this end for a month would be equivalent to post- 
poning it until after the rainy season. This would be the 
practical execution of the Weyler decree that doomed a whole 
people to death.

UNCLE SAM GAINS HIS PONT] 


Great Britain Gives In on the Alaskan 
Boundary Question. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 11.—The United 
States has won its contentions in the Alas- 
kan boundary dispute. 

Henceforth, as insisted by the United 
States, the three marine leagues will be 
measured from the shore of the main land, 
and will proceed along the shores of the in- 
lets, which are thus recognized as arms of 
the ocean, and not as rivers. 

Engiand and Canada wanted the measure 
to begin on the oceanward side of the 
island, the delimitating line to be run acroasg 
the inlets. These inlets are numerous and 
extend into the mainland a great distance, 
and the decision is of much importance to 
the United States. 

The United States has agreed to the Brit- 
ish retaining the boundary on the limit of 
the Chilkoot Pass and the 'White Pass, be- 
cause in the Russo-British agreement of 
1825 the line of demarcation was fixed as 
one running along the tops of the moun- 
tains.

MADE BAD COIN IN PRISON. | 


Counterfeiters Cling to Their Habit 
and Are Ingenious. 


FOLSOM, Cal., March 11.—A counferfeit- 
ing plant has been discovered within the 
walls of the State prison. The work was 
done in the engine room by Convicts L. H. 
Coyne and James Brown, and, so far as 
known, only nickels were coined, presum- 
ably because no silver could be obtained. 
The men were detected in the act of man- 
ufacturing bogus coins by guards, who had 
been told of what was going on. 

When the officers rushed in Coyne and 
Brown leaped throu a window and threw 
their dies and crucibles into a canal lead- 
ing to the American River. A large oumber 
of well executed 6-cent pleces were found. 
They were made from babbitt meta] taken 
from the engines which run through the 
prison grounds for the purpose of hauling 
rock from the quarries. It is thought that 
the dies or molds were not made by the 
men who coined the money, but by some of 
the eo counterfeiters in the prison,

Dr. Lloyd said Thursday: “It is true we 
are not operating in conformity with the 
new law, but we are operating under our 
charter in cempliiance with the old law. 
While we do not want to take initial steps 
we will welcome litigation by the State as 
it will give us a chance to test tre law.
